Thanks to the courtesy of the acting Secretary of the China 
Coast Officers’ Guild (Mr. T. T. Laurenson}, we are now able to 
publish the full correspondence between the Officers’ and Engineers’ 
Guilds on the one hand and the Hongkong Government on the 
other in regard to. the measures to be taken for the prevention of 
piragy. These letters telt their own tale. “Mr. Laurenson, in the 
course of a brief chat which we had with him. said that the Guilds 
were now waiting to Inow what step the Government intended to 
take next. He added that the Guilds realised the difficulty of the 
problem and were willing to render what help they could by way 
of compromise in reaching final decisions: they wanted to help the 
Government all they could, but the Government never seemed to 
want their assistance. Mr. Laurenson stated, in conclusion, that 
there would be another combined meeting of the Guilds to consider 
the situation, The letters are as follows:— ‘

(Letter from the Guilds to the 
Colonial Secretary). 


Hongkong, Feb. 4th. 1924. 

Sir.—We have the honour to 
inform you that es combined 
meeting of members of the China 
Coast Officers”. Guild and the 
Marine Engineers’ Guild of China 
was held on Sunday the 3rd inst. 
at which were present fifty-six 
(56) members. most of whom are 
engaged in vessels subject to the 
Regulations, made under. the 
Piracy Prevention Ordinance, 
No. 23 of 1914. 

At this meeting, convened for 
the purpose, the matter of piracy 
was. exhaustively discussed and 
we were, by it, instructed to for- 
ward, for the consideration of 
His Excellency the Governor, 
the following Resolutions: ”  ~ 

1. That, in so far as piracy pre- 
vention is concerned, the Police 
Department be relieved from alt 
duties in regard to sea-going and 
river steamers whilst outside the 
waters of the Colony and concen- 
trate its attention to detecting 
and preventing the embarkation 
of unlawful persons and or fire- 


arms whilst these vessels are in} 


Hongkong Harbour, unless some 
better method is devised. 


2. That all arms and armed] - 


guards required by the Piracy 
Regulations be removed from 
every vessel and the absolute 
command thereof restored to the 
Master as laid downin the Moer- 
chant Shipping Acts, unless some 
better method is devised.» 

3. There shall be at once in- 
augurated a proper system of 
patrolin the Danger Zone. 

4. That all vessels subject to 
Piracy Regulations sha!] have 
wireless telegraph instalied and 
under the control of a competent 
operator signed on the Articles. 

5. That Insurance be automati- 
cally effected for every Master, 
Officer and Engineer whose duty 
takes him into the. Danger Zone, 
the premium for such: Insurance 
to be paid with the money at pre- 
sent paid as wages tc the guards, 
if, the event of them being re- 
moved from the vessels. 

“6. That every case of Piracy 
shall be the subject of enquiry at 
the Harbour Office (as soon as 
possible after the outrage) with 
the Harbour Master as President 
of the Court, which should cor- 
sist of uctire Mercantile Marine 
Officers of both departments, with 
the addition of one active Naval 
Officer. : 

7. That ‘a substantial reward 
be offered for information which 
leads to the arrest of any person 
implicated in any piratical 
attack, . 

& That a reward should be 
paid in all cases of -seizure -of 
armg andor ammunition. 

9. That these Resolutions be 
at once presented to the’ Hon- 
ourable the Colonial Secretary 
for the. consideration of His 
Excellency the Officer’ Ad- 
ministering the Government, and 
a detailed’ reply requested in 
time to present to this meeting 
which stands adjourned till 
Sunday, 17th February, 1924, at 
the same time and place for the 
purpose of receiving such reply,
